under the joint auspices of the uni- 
versity extension department of 
the 


state board of education and the local 
fuel committee. 


Mr, Perkins' talk in part was as 


follows: 


"What does this fuel saving propo« 


sition mean? 
The estimated shortage 


of soft coal for New England for the 
coming year is six million tons. 
We 


won't get more than 25 or 26 millions 
when we ordinarily want 30 or 31. 
That means that we must save ahout 
20 per cent on our fuel supply. 
The 


question of how near we can come to 
saving this 20 per cent is what we are 
aiming- to discuss. 


"Some plant now save more than 20 


per cent and some less. 
Fuel is goin 


to he of a porer quality this winter 
than ever before and that is going to 
add t othe difficulty of conservation. 
There is going to be a lot of ash in 
-he coal we get, but we must base our 
conservation plans on what we actually 


et, not what we think we ought to 


receive." 


At tliis point one of the auditors

diverse ramifications and some of these 
may take care of the liquor dealers, but 
as things stand at present, the dealers 
will have practically no come-back. 


"If the government takes 
over 
a 


liquor dealer's business or confiscates 
any of his stock,11 said oneSlawyer to- 
day, "then the dealer will be indemni- 
fied. Otherwise, his only 
recompense 


will be tliat portion of his license fee 
which is due him on the unexpired 
term-of his license,. Even that he will 
not receive unless the city government 
formally votes to give it to him. What- 
ever come-back the dealer is to have, 
will come from the city and not from 
the federal .government. The govern- 
ment may order the liquor business to 
cc-ase and unless it confiscates or takes 
over the liquor business, it will not be 
liable to any dealer for damages. 


"If on the otehr hand, the govern- 


ment confiscates any goods or takes 
over the business as it has taken over 
the railroads, then the dealers will be 
reimbursed according to the usual legal 
procedure. 


• 11 tne prohibition law is passed and 


goes into effect, say the first of next 
year, January, then local dealers will 
have four months' license fee coming 
to them as the license which they now 
hold carries them to the first of Jiay. 


"The license commission 
has 
the 


power to revoke any liquor dealer's 
license at any time without giving any 
reason for it. It is understood that a 
proportionate share of the license fee 
will be refunded. On the other hand,

25,000 Shoe 


Workers-Will Be Idle-Un- 
less Settlement Is Reached 


BROCKTOX, July 17.—The strike of 


shoe cutlers in this city and surround- 
ing towns for a wage increase con- 
tinued to spread today and strike lead- 
ers declared that many plants would 
be obliged to suspend in all depart- 
ments by the end of the week it a. 
settlement were not reached. 
Xear- 


ly 25,000 shoe workers are employed 
in factories in this vicinity, many of 
which are engaged on army contracts 
for 4,000,000 pairs of shoes. 
In some 


factories stitchers and other workers 
already have been forced out as a re- 
sult of the absence of the cutters. 


Members of Vampers' and Stitchers' 


unions met last night and endorsed the 
strike and engineers employed in the 
various plants notified the manufac- 
turers of their intention to quit work 
tonight unless they are granted a wage 
increase. 
James E. Sullivan, an investigator of 


the department of labor, discussed the 
situation with labor leaders today and 
was expected to address a mass meet- 
ng of the strikers later. 
More than 


£500 cutters are 
out, according to 


union officials. 
The men are now re- 


ceiving $25.50 a week and ask $37.50. 
Their demands are being pressed by a 
new organization with which many 
have become affiliated after seceding 
from the Boot & Shoe Workers' union. 


President John F. Tobin of the Boot 


& Shoe Workers union on his arrival 
"in Brockton made a proposition to the 
striking- cutters and manufacturers in 
an effort to settle the strike. 
Presi- 


dent Tobin stated that if the strikers 
who left the union would return 
to 


work, the general executive board of 
the Boot & Shoe Workers union would 
attempt to establish a fair day Wage 
and later a piece price schedule for 
the manufacturers who 
desired that 


plan. The matter will be considered by 
the executive board of the cutters* in- 
dependent union, although its decision 
•will not be binding for 
the 
union. 


There is a fair chance that the 3000 
strikers will return to work.

will be taken at

meeting 


Thursday morning.

also conferred with the manufacturers.

Man From India Speaker at 


Fifth Meeting of the Open 


Forum Series 


Interesting Address on "In- 


dia's Contribution to the 
War"—Indian Life 


"A young American in the uniform 


of the United States went into a Boston 
book agency where a number of volumes 
of all descriptions had been set aside 
as gifts for men 
in .juniform. 
He 


looked over the various books and 
finally picked up one and went out. 
When he had left, the person in charge 
looked to see which book was missing 
and although ho found that all the 
love stories, all the adventure stories 
and all the works of science were still 
there, he could find nowhere 'Baedek- 
er's G'ulde to Berlin.' 
That is the 


spirit of your country and that is the 
'spirit of India." 


So spoke Baska P. Hivale of India 


last evening in high school hall before 
a small but interested audience at the 
fifth, meeting of the open .forum series 
being held under the auspices of the 
New England Congress of Forums. 


Mr. Hivale proved a most entertain- 


ing speaker and although his subject 
was a serious one—"India's Contribu- 
tion to the War," and he treated it 
with due respect—nevertheless he em- 
broidered his address 
with 
intimate 


sketches of Indian life that were of 
value in themselves. 
Wearing a flow- 


ing pink turban of his native clime, his 
teeth gleaming1 
with 
that 
sparkle 


characteristic o'f the people of southern 
countries and with a surprising: flow of 
English, he told his auditors not only 
what India had contributed to the war 
but what India expected to receive from 
the war. 
Home rule, in the sense of 


democratic development, was one of the 
anticipated benefits which his country 
was looking forward to. 


Chairman Hugh J. Molloy of the local 


branch of the Congress of Forums, pre- 
sided and introduced the speaker. 


In opening, Mr. Hivale, who has been 


in this country since last November 
and who has studied at Harvard, tolcl 
of some of his 
amusing- experiences 


when he first came here. 
He said that 


he had never seen snow until he came 
to Cambridge. 
He had always under- 


stood that it would fall in large chunks 
and hurt anyone who was unfortunate 
enough to be out during a storm. How- 
ever, he was agreeably 
surprised 
to 


awake one morning and find snow fall- 
Ing very gently. 
That same day, which 


was a cold one, he was served ice cream 
at lunchean and then for the first time 
tie realized what was meant by Amer- 
ican consistency—he was 
cold Inside 


and out. 


Getting down to his 
subject, 
the 


speaker told about being a student at 
.he Scotch school in Bombay when the 
newspapers arrived one day and told in 
big headlines of the outbreak of the 
war. 
It was stated then, lie said, 


ihat the kaiser had been forced to draw 
che sword in defence of the fatherland. 
Today everybody-in India knows why 
:he war is being fought. 


"If we want to get at the real cause 


)f the war," he said, "we must go back 


like Jt for its 


•*• rich, creamy lather— 
but you vrill like it still 
more for the way it cleans.

to the desire of the kaiser to be the 
supreme ruler of the •world." 


Mr. Hivale said that an example of 


the kaiser's unfaithfulness was his tell 
ing the Turks that he was fighting for 
a Moslem, not a Christian peace. 


Testifying' to the loyalty of 
the 


people of India during the war, he said 
that at some periods there were only 
1500 
British soldiers stationed in India 


although the country has a population 
of 350,000,000 ; .ople. 
There was never 


a .sign of insurrection or trouble, how- 
ever. 


"India wants to stand by England 


and the United States," he continued. 
"The conception of loyalty in the east 
and in the west is different. 
In our 


school books we read 
of the Indian 


mother who was placed in the position 
where she would have to give up the 
life of her own son or that of a 
prince whom she was taking care of. 
Rather than renounce her loyalty, she 
sacrificed her own child. 
If she had 


allowed the prince to die she would 
have been considered disloyal. 
That is 


the conception of loyalty 
which 
the 


masses of people of India have and 
when war was declared they showed 
it. 
Home Rule in India 


"We have been asking1 for home rulo 


n India, for several years, not in the 
sense that the Irish want it, but in 
the sense that Australia and 
South 


African colonies have it, 
We want H 


not for the separation of our country 
'rom tho British empire, but as the 
development of democracy in India and 
\ve have every hope of receiving: it af- 
ter the war. 


"Ton have raised a great army of 


men in this country, but you havo 
clone it by conscription, the draft. In 
India our contribution has been wholly 
voluntary. 
In the first three and a 


half years of the war we have sent 
over a million men to the war and 
hundreds of nurses and doctors.

EXECUTED FOR TREA! 


M. Duval Shot for Treason- 


able Actions Against the 
Government 


PARIS, July 17 (Havas Agency)— 


M. Duval, director of the Germanophile 
newspaper Bonnet Rouge, was executed 
early today for treasonable actions 
against the government. The execu- 
tion was carried out promptly at 
5 


o'clock in the forest of Vlncennes. The 
condemned man died almost instantly 
with the command of fire. 
The execution of M. Duval 
is 
the 


second growing1 out of the German 
propaganda of "Boloism" or "defeat- 
ism" in France. The first to face ihe 
.firing sqi'.ad 'was Bolo Pasha. 
The trial of Duval and six other de- 


fendants was begun on April 2S and 
concluded May 15 with the deaih sen- 
tence being imposed upon Duval and 
the six others being given prison 
torms ranging from two to ten years. 
Among the others convicted were M. 
Marcon. assistant manager of the Bon- 
net Rouge and Jean Leymarie, former 
director of the - ministry of the inte- 
rior, ttarly in 1914. the newspaper Bon- 
net Rouge was established with Mig- 
uel Almereyda as its editor. After the 
outbreak of the war 
the newspaper 


published attacks on the French gov- 
ernment and otherwise aided ' German 
propaganda. 
The 
newspaper 
was 


suppressed last summer and Jta sup- 
pression brought about the resigna- 
tion of Louis J. Malvy, minister of the 
interior. On the resulting wave of po- 
litical 
turmoil, Georges Clemenceau 
came back into power. 


Almereyda was arrested 
and 
died 


mysteriously in prison under circum- 
stances pointing to suicide. Duval was 
accused of taking money from German 
bankers, obtaining it in 
Switzerland, 


where he went with passports 
given 


him by the ministry of the interior. 


In 
addition 
to 
Malvy another 
prominent French politician, Joseph 
Caillaux, was mentioned in connection 
with the Bonnet Rouge case. 
Malvy 


on'Tuesday was brought 
before the 


French senate, sitting as a high court, 
to answer a charge of treason.

laux is in prison awaiting trial.

.crossed the river. In numerous coun 
ter-attacks they made large captures 
of prisoners in the. neighborhood 
o 


Dormans, the Americans outdoing their 
French comrades in this respect. 


The maximum German effort appears 


to have been thrown against the west- 
ern portion of the battlefield where the 
enemy made immense endeavors to ad- 
vance as far as possible south of the 
Marne toward Montmirail, which r 
was his intention to reach in the firs' 
day's fighting. 


The Franco-American 
resistance 


however, prevented the Germans from 
executing this plan. The strength of 
their effort is shown by the fact thai 
they engaged 11 divisions—approxi- 
mately 170,000 men—in the flrst line 
in this part of the battlefield. 


Behind these, in support, were prob 
ably 14 additional divisions, some of 
which, owing to the losses sustained by 
the men in the front line, were com- 
pelled to take part in the fighting. 


On the eastern side of Rheims, where 
the Germans met such a severe check 
Sunday( they also had about 14 divi- 
sions in the front line, with a similar 
number in reserve. In consequence of 
the nature of the fighting there the 
Germans suffered terribly and 
their 


troops were obliged to halt for the pur- 
pose of reorganizing. 


Enemy activity east of Hheims was 


quite pronounced Monday 
morning, 


the heavy artillery being very busy. 
It appeared as though the Germans 
were preparing to renew the battle for 
Chalons, which, according to prisoners, 
it was their intention to'capture Mon- 
day. 


Some of the finest divisions of the 
German army have been engaged in the 
battle, those identified including the 
Prussian and Bavarian Guard, Saxons, 
Silesians and Wurttemburgers.

the joint resolution providing for the 
taking over of these methods of com- 
munication. 
Congressman Aswell 


Louisiana, author of the law, was at 
the White House and carried away the 
pen the president used. 


It is understood the president wil 


take over the telegraph and telephone 
lines with as little delay 'as possible. 


The matter came up for discussion 


at yesterday's cabinet meeting. 
Af- 


terwards the postmaster general was 
in conference with the president for 
more than half an hour. 


Efforts to get from Mr. Burleson 


some idea as to his policies proved un- 
availing. . To all inquiries he eaid 
the president had hot made his choice 
and under the circumstances there was 
nothing that he could say. 
While the postmaster general wll' 
be titular director of the telegraph 
and telephone lines, a vast majority 
of the work, it is believed, will fall 
on the shoulders of ex-Representative 
David J. Lewis of Maryland. 
It 
generally understood that Mr. Lewis ._ 
to be selected as Mr. Burleson's chiel 
assistant, and that he will be the con- 
trolling force in the management. 
Mr. Lewis has long been an advocate 
of government control of public utili- 
ties. 
One of his arguments has been 
that communication among the people 
could be increased by government con- 
trol and while he would not discuss 
the matter yesterday it Is known this 
will be one of his flrst objects. 
Hand 


in hand with this will go efforts to re- 
duce the cost of telegrams and tele- 
phone conversations to the levels of 
countries where the systems are al- 
ready under control of the postal au- 
thorities. 
That this can be done, 


Mr. Lewis is supremely confident. 


One of his first steps will be to make 


the wires do double duty—telegraph 
wires carrying telephone conversations 
and the toll wires carrying telegrams. 


A distinct innovation Commissioner 
Lewis plans, it is understood, is a 
system of stamps, similar to postage 
whereby red tape and accounts in the 
telephone and telegraph service will 
be cut to a minimum. 
This alone, .it 


claimed, will make an appreciable 


cut in operating expenses and thus in 
the cost of service to the public.

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GLORIOUS NEWS 


Glorious is the news of the manne 


In -which the American troops met th 


. most desperate drive ever staged bj 


Germany. 


The first fierce onset was met by a 


wall of steel and fire, against which the 
solid masses of Germans cast them 
selves again and again, only to be cu 
down as never before. 


Not the most experienced troops o 


France or England ever made a firme 
stand against the onset of the foe wit! 
.all the fiendish engines of destruction 


For five hours the fierce conflic 


rased. 
The 
Americans save wa; 


slightly, only to recover and 
retak< 


the ground lost, yet not lost, as it was 
good strategy to give way for a time 
to avoid too serious losses and imme- 
.diately after to surge forward, cutting 
down 
the 
advancing 
legion who 


thought their onslaught-irresistible. 


If the Germans had 
any delusion 


about Jhe fighting efficiency 
of 
the 


American troops, they have been dis- 
illusioned by the effect 
of Monday's 


battle. 


Should 
the 
Central 
Powers 
be 


worsted in this drive, they may as well 
give up the idea of ever reaching Paris, 
of ever reaching the channel, or of ever 
conquering the Allies. The practical 
'failure of this drive as shown by the 
first day's fighting has greatly elated 


f'the Allies, especially 
England 
and 


France, while the people of this coun- 
try, particularly the military authori- 
ties at Washington, are proud to hear 
of the splendid' work of our troops. 


The German report of-the battle was 


of a negative character, far different 
from that following the first day of any 
.of the other drives—simply this: "to 
the southwest and east of Hheims we 
penetrated into parts of the French 
positions." 


There is nothing said about- pene- 


trating the American positions, nor as 
in former drives is there 
any1 an- 


nouncement of the great number of 
prisoners taken or of vast quantities 
of war material captured. 


The fight is not over and no doubt 


the losses on our side will be heavy, 
although but a fraction of the enemy 
Josses; but the outstanding fact is, 
that the stupendous drive which it took 
Germany over a month, to 
organize 


has been effectually blocked at the 
start by pur American troops at the 
fiercest point of the attack and by the 
French and Italian troops at • other 
points. 


If the great drive in its initial im- 


petus has been blocked to the extent 
that our troops took 1,500 prisoners, 
including the officers of the brigade, 
then it may be safely inferred that de- 
spite all further efforts of the enemy, 
the drive will fail more conspicuously 
than did any of those launched since 
March 21. Once again, therefore, is 
Germany doomed to fail in her objec- 
tive and fail far more completely than 
In any of her former drives. What will 
be her next move? 


She will have to wait another month 


to decide what she had best do and 
before the fall, she is liable to be 
placed upon the defensive at so many 
points that even with her accustomed 
miscalculation as to the strength of the 
Allies, she will see the handwriting on 
the wall and submit to the inevitable. 


SYMPATHY FOR FRANCE 


The very general observance of the 


national holiday of France offered an 
opportunity to show the depth and 
earnestness of American sympathy for 
the sister republic. France !s making 
the most heroic sacrifices for the pres- 
ervation of her liberties; she has al- 
ready wasted a great portion of her 
man power and her material resources; 
much of her territory has been devas- 
.ated by the ruthless Huns, but still 
she is ^defiant in spirit; still determined 
to fight on for victory and in this spirit 
•she is enthusiastically joined by the 
United States. 


The enthusiasm with 
which the 


French national fete day was observed 
n this country, was equalled only by 
he manner in which suffering France 
jbserved our Independence day. It is 
a glorious thought that the United 
States which was so generously assist- 
d by'France in winning independence, 
•ill now have the privilege of repaying 
his debt and of aiding- to a greater 
xtent that chivalrous nation in pre- 
erving the freedom and independence 
-on by the revolution of 1789. 


THE PATHS OF GLORY 


"The paths of glory lead but to the 


Brave." 


That, written years and years ago, 


is as true today as it was when Gray 
penned the words. 


The aviator makes his first flight. 


He brings down to earth his first Hun. 
He achieves his fifth victory high in 
the air and becomes an "ace." He flies 
aloft again and again to gain informa- 
' tion for his brothers in arms and to 
blind the "eyes" of the enemy. He be- 
comes a super-ace, king of the air, and 
—"the paths of glory lead 'him' to the 
grave." 


The Yank in khaki goes over the top, 


empties the Hun trench of foemen, and 
the American line is moved toward 
Berlin just so much nearer. He goes 
across No Man's Land again and press- 
es on. He waits in his trench through 
a torrent of artillery fire and repels the 
German attack. And then, some day, 
some of them go on along: the paths o£ 
glory to their graves. 


Private Gresham, the first American 


to tread those paths on French soil, 
and Private Guyton, first Yank to go 
to his death on German soil, but led 
the way through those fields of glory 
to graves honored, and graves which 
never will be forgotten. Until the Hun 
is beaten down this procession of he- 
roes will continue in unending and 
ever-increasing numbers. 


For it is true: 
"The paths of glory lead but to the 


grave." 


So do all other paths lead to the 


grave. The coward's path leads to the 
grave—an unhonored grave; 
and the 


traitor's path ends at the grave—a dis- 
honored grave. 


It is because all paths lead to the 


grave that they who are courageous 
of heart seek rather the pathway of 
glory and follow it to the end. It is 
on such graves that the very founda- 
tion of liberty and freedom and justice 
is erected. H Is of 
such 
lives that 


great nations are horn, and great na- 
tions endure. 


JUVENILE GAMBLERS 


Tho gambling Instinct 
la growing 


with unusual persistence among tho 
young men of our city. Most of them 
earn liberal wages and can afford to 


spend freely but unfortunately they 
take to gambling with remarkable 
avidity. 


It may be said that this Is too mile 


a form of gambling to be met with re 
pressive measures or to excite the ac- 
tivity of the police. But it is a step 
towards various other forms of gam- 
bling and towards dishonest methods 
of getting money that must not he 
tolerated. 


The police have made many raids on 


crap shooters; but the more raids 'ap- 
parently the more gamblers. During 
part of the noon hour at the mills, this 
game is indulged and it is here that 
many of the younger people are in- 
itiated into the mysteries of the bonea. 


While the habitual gamblers may be 


wholly impervious to all attempts to 
reform them, the boys in their teens 
may be' induced to drop the vice as a 
step downward to a state of dissipation 
that will eventually work serious evil. 
The parents, it would seem could do a 
great deal to prevent their boys from 
engaging in this form of gambling and 
if they do so, they may also prevent 
them from falling into the hands of the 
police. Co-operation by all the parties 
interested would at least minimize this 
evil and prevent its spread .which at 
the present time is seriously threat- 
ened.

ay. Far too often has it happened 
lat the conflicts before the primaries 
ecame so bitter that the party was 
plit up by factional strife which 
ilHtated to the advantage of the op- 
csition. 
It is to be hoped that the guber- 
atorial candidates who are now in the 
eld, will restrain their adherents -so 
s to avoid the possibility of destroying, 
tie party chances by bitter fights for 
he nomination. 
There should be a good fighting 
hance for a strong democratic can- 
idate for governor this year; but if 
he party be smashed by dissension be- 
ore the primaries, it will matter little 
vho gets the nomination.

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GERMAN REPORT 


Berlin Claims Capture o 


13,000 Prisoners in the 


Present Offensive 


Reports Passage of the River 


Marne Between Jaulgonne 


and Dormans 


BERLIN, (via London). July 17.— 


The Germans claim the capture of 13.- 
000 prisoners in the official communica- 
tion from -headquarters issued yester- 
day. The army of Gen. von Boehm. it 
is added, crossed the Marne between 
Jaulgonne and east of Dormans. The 
statement says: - 


"In some sectors fighting activity 


has revived. East of Ayette an enemy 
night advance was repulsed, as was 
also a strong enemy attack east of 
Hebuterne. 
Between the Aisne and 


the Marne and east of Chateau-Thier- 
ry there were lively artillery duels. 
'"In minor enterprises and during an 


advance across the Marne to the soutn- 
west of Jaulgonne we broke into the 
enemy's lines and brought back some 
prisoners. 
"yesterday to the southeast and east 


of Rheims we penetrated into part of 
the French positions. 
"By their devastating effects the ar- 


tillery, mine-throwers and gas-throw- 
ers, together with our tanks and in- 
fantry flame-throwers, opened the way 
Into : enemy positions. 
The army of 
Gen. von Boehm has crossed the Marne 
between Jaulgonne and east of Dor- 
mans. 
"At daybreak pioneers transported 


storming troops across the river and 
thereby created the foundation for the 
success of the 
day. 
The 
infantry 


stormed the steep slopes on the south- 
ern bank of the Marne and under their 
cover the construction of bridges was 
carried out. 
"In steady fighting- we thrust through 
the stubbornly defended wooded coun- 
try of the first positions and drove the 
enemy back toward his rear lines at 
Cohde-Lachapelle-Monthodon. 


"North of the Marne we also\wrested 


from the French 
and 
Italians their 
first position between the Ardre and | 
the Marne. In the evening we were ;

Cuchery line.

heights to the crater field of last year's 
great battle as far as the Roman road 
to the northwest of Prosnes and into 
the wooded country south of Fitchtcl- 
berff. 
"To the east of Sulppes we wrested 


from the enemy the field of the Cham- 
pagne battle between Auberive and 
southeast of Tahure. 
"On our front 
of attack east of 


Hheims the enemy is holding his sec- 
ond positions to the north of Prosnes, 
Soutain and Perthes. 
"In spite of low clouds and a high 


wind, our aerial fighting force was ac- 
tive. From a low altitude our aviators 
with bombs and 
machine 
guns at- 


tacked in the battle on the ground. 
Yesterday they brought down over the 
battlefield 31 enemy airplanes and four 
captive balloons. 
"The number of prisoners brought in 


up to the present amounts to more than 
13,000."

and too old for the regular army, but 
determined to do his share in the pres- 
ent war as he had done in the Span- 
ish-American war. he enlisted in the 
guard last May from the Boston re- 
cruiting station and was assigjied to 
duty in Charlestown. He was later 
transferred to East Boston where he 
is now stationed. 


The Lowell soldier is a prominent 


member of the Spanish war veterans 
and was the chairman in the organiza- 
tion of one of the local camps. His 
record in the Spanish-American war 
proved of great advantage to him when 
he applied for enlistment in the U. S. 
Guards. Private Butler has the record 
of taking part in every local parade 
in which the Spanish war veterans took 
part except that of last Memorial day 
when ho was unable to get to Low- 
ell. 


He was formerly employed at the 


plant of the American Hide & Leather 
Co. He says that he likes the service 
and that his unit is looking forward 
to active duty in the near future.

EASTHAMPTON. July 17.—Rioting- 


by a crowd of Polish women occurred 
today at the plant of the West Boyl- 
ton Mfg. Co., when men employed to 
take the place of striking weaver 
went to work, and again at noon. The 
police force comprising two 
officers 


was unable to cope with the disorder 
and K tompany, 20th regiment, state 
guards. Capt. vr. C. Tanner, was called 
out. 
So persistent were the rioters 


in their attacks upon the workers 
noon the guardsmen were compelled 
to charge the crowd with fixed bayo- 
nets. 
One woman was hurt. Thirty- 


three women were placed under ar- 
rest. The women assailed the work- 
ers with pepper, eggs, snuff, sticks 
stones and ammonia. While the attack 
was going on, the strikers numbering 
several hundred stood by but took :io 
part in the trouble. 
The trouble that culminated in the 


rioting started a month ago when be- 
tween 300 and 400 weavers struck in 
an effort to compel the reinstatement 
of two of their number «"ho i,ad been 
discharged. 
The company has been 


gradually filling the 
places of the 


strikers. 


FAILED AS 
PARIS. July 17—All news from the

Germans Hurl New Forces Into Fray, but Gain Slightly 


at Heavy Cost—Third 
Day of Offensive

Series of Local Operations 


;(By The Associated Press) 


The German offensive is in its third day and, according to the views of entente 


observers, it has no longer the character of a general attack. 
It already has worked it- 


self into a series of comparatively local operations, they declare. 


The success of at least one of these operations, however, would amount to a 


considerable achievement for the Germans, however much it might fall short of their 
original designs. 


What the German high command intended the offensive to be cannot be sur- 


mised. 
It apparently encountered a defense that was sufficiently stubborn to prevent the 


immediate achievement of more important objectives, 
and the Germans have pursued 


their usual tactics of making the most of local successes at various points along the front. 


Thus the offensive now appears largely to take on the aspect of a turning move- 


ment against the Rheims salient.

Lowell liquor dealers are 
receiving 


approximately one-half of the supply 
of various kinds of beer at the present 
time that they received last year. The 
ultimate result of this will probably be 
the raising of the price of a, glass of 
beer from 10 cents to 15. 


The government's shutting down on 


the output of the breweries is, of 
course, the basic reason for the short- 
age. In June the federal authorities 
ordered that the breweries reduce their 
output' 30 per cent. Then on July 3 
came another order stipulating a fur- 
ther reduction of 20 per cent. 
This 


meant that the 
breweries 
can now 


make only half the products that they 
made last year, and as a corollary, lo- 
cal liquor dealers can place only half 
as much on sale. 


Not 
only is the 
forced 
shortage 


causing Lowell dealers trouble, but the 
breweries have boosted the price of 
most beer $3 a barrel. The dealers have 
tried to meet the increased cost by 
raising the price of beer which is sold 
over the counter to 10 cents a glass 
and there has been a general increase 
in the retail price of bulk goods.

^.Action was taken at today's meet- 
Ing of the board to prevent steel from 
finding its way to industries not hold- 
ing war contracts through re-selling. 
Manufacturers were warned that those 
who have obtained steel on priority or- 
ders for war work and later were 
found to be reselling it to non-war 
manufacturers would have their supply 
cut off. This practice has 
been

vogue, the board learned. 
May Compel Inventory 
' AH private consumers of steel and 
steel products may be required to sub- 
mit sworn inventories of their stocks 
on hand. It was found that - many

quantities of steel before the govern- 
ment took control of the entire out- 
put.

Man From India Speaker at 


Fifth Meeting of the Open 


Forum Series 


Interesting Address on "In- 


dia's Contribution to the 


War"—Indian Life 


"A young American in the uniform 


of the United States went into a Boston 
book agency where a number of volumes 
of all descriptions had been set aside 
as gifts for men 
in 
uniform. 
He 


looked over the various books 
and 


finally picked up one and went out. 
When he had left, the person in charge 
looked to see which book was missing 
and although he found that all the 
love stories, all the adventure stories 
and all the works of science were still 
there, he could find nowhere 'Baedek- 
er's Guide to Berlin.* 
That is the 


spirit of your country and that Is the 
spirit of India." 


So spoke Baska P. Hivale of India 


last evening in high school hall before 
a small but interested audience at the 
fifth meeting of the open forum series 
being held under the auspices of the 
New England Congress of Forums. 


Mr. Hivale proved a most entertain- 


ing speaker and although his subjec 
was a serious one — "India's Contribu- 
tion to the War," and he treated 
with due respect — nevertheless he em- 
broidered his address 
with 
intimate 


sketches of Indian life that were of 
value in themselves. 
Wearing: a How- 


ing pink turban of his native clime, his 
teeth gleaming1 
with 
that 
sparkle 


characteristic of the people of southern 
countries and with a surprising: flow of 
English, he told his auditors not only 
what India had contributed to the war 
but what India expected to receive from 
the war. 
Home rule, in the sense of 


democratic development, was one of the 
anticipated benefits which his country 
was looking forward to. 


Chairman Hugh J. Molloy of the local 


branch of the Congress of Forums, pre- 
sided and introduced the speaker. 


In opening, Mr. Hivale, who has been 


n this country since last November 
md who has studied at Harvard, told 
if some of his 
amusing - experiences 


i'hen he first came here. 
He said that 


he had never seen snow until he came 
o Cambridge. 
He had always under- 


tood that it would fall in large chunks 
.nd hurt anyone who was unfortunate 
nough to be out during a storm. How- 
ver, he was agreeably 
surprised 
to 


awake one morning and find snow fall- 
ng very gently. 
That same day, which 


vas a cold one, he was served ice cream 
t lunchean and then for the first time 
.e realized what was meant by Anier- 
can consistency — he was 
cold inside 


nd out. 


Getting down to 
his 
subject, 
the j 


peaker told about being a student at 
he Scotch school in Bombay when the 
; 


ewspapers arrived one day and told in 
ig headlines of the outbreak of the 
var. 
It was stated then, he said, 


hat the kaiser had been forced to draw 
he sword in defence of the fatherland. 
Today everybody -in India knows why 
he war is being fought. 


to the desire of the kaiser to be the 
supreme ruler of the world." 


Mr. Hivale said that an example of 


the kaiser's unfaithfulness was his tell- 
ing1 the Turks that he was fighting for 
a Moslem, not a Christian peace. 


Testifying- to the loyalty 
of 
the 


people of India during the war, he sak 
that at some periods there were only 
1500 British soldiers stationed in India 
although the.country has a population 
of 350,000,000 . :ople. 
There was never 


a sign of insurrection or trouble, how- 
ever, 


"India "wants to stand by England 


and the United States," he continued. 
"The conception of loyalty in the east 
and in the west is different. 
In our 


school books we read 
of the 
Indian 


mother who was placed in tho position 
where she would have to give up the 
life of her own son or that of 
prince whom she was taking care of. 
Rather than renounce her loyalty, she 
sacrificed her own child. 
If she had 


allowed the prince to die she would 
have been considered disloyal. 
That is 


the conception of loyalty 
which 
the 


masses of people of India have and 
when war was declared they showed 
it.

"We have been asking1 for home rule

M. Duval Shot for Treason- 


able Actions Against the 
Government 


PARIS, July 17 (Havas Agency)— 


M. Duval, director of the Gennanopfille 
newspaper Bonnet Rouge, was executed 
early today for treasonable actions 
against the government. The 
execu- 


tion was carried out promptly 
at 5 


o'clock in the forest of Vincennes. The 
condemned, man died almo'st instantly 
with the command of fire. 
The execution of M. Duval 
is 
the 


second growing out of 
the German 


propaganda of "Boloism" or "defeat- 
ism" in France. The first to face the 
firing squad was Bolo Pasha. 


The trial of Duval and six other de 


fendants was begun on April 2S and 
concluded May 15 with the death sen- 
tence being imposed upon Duval and 
the six 
others being 
given 
prison 


terms ranging from two to ten years. 
Among the others convicted were M. 
Marcon, assistant manager of the Eon- 
net Rouge and Jean Leymarle, former 
director of 'ylie ministry of the inte 
rior. Early in 1&14, the newspaper Bon- 
net Rouge was established with Mig 
uel AJmereyrla as its editor. A't.e*' '.he 
outbreak of the war 
the 
newspaper 


published attacks on the French gov- 
ernment and otherwise aided German 
propaganda. 
The 
newspaper 
was 


suppressed last summer and its sup- 
pression brought about the resigna- 
tion of Louis J. Malvy, minister of the 
interior. On the resulting wave of po- 
litical 
turmoil, Georges 
Clemenceau 


came back into power. 


Almereyda was arrested 
and 
died 


mysteriously in prison under circum- 
stances pointing to suicide. Duval was 
accused of taking money, from German 
bankers, obtaining it in 
Switzerland, 


•where he went with passports 'given 
him by the ministry of the interior. 


In 
addition 
to 
Malvy another 


prominent French 
politician, 
Joseph 


Caillaux, was mentioned in connection 
with the Bonnet Rouge case. 
Malvy 


on Tuesday was brought 
before the 


French senate, sitting as a high court, 
to answer a charge of treason. Cail- 
laux is in prison awaiting trial.

FRANCR, July 17 (by A. P.)—The 
battle continued throughout the night 
after extremely lively actions south of 
the i Marne. 
French and 
American 


troops came back in the most vigorous 
manner against the 
Germans who 


crossed the river. In numerous coun- 
ter-attacks they made large captures 
of prisoners in the neighborhood of 
Dormans, the Americans outdoing their 
French comrades in this respect. 


T-he maximum German effort appears 


to have been thrown against the west- 
ern portion of the battlefield where the 
enemy made immense endeavors to ad- 
vance as far as possible south of the 
Marne toward Montmirail, which 
it 


was his intention to reach in the first 
day's fighting. 


The Franco-American 
resistance, 


however, prevented the Germans from 
executing this plan. The strength of 
their effort is shown by the fact that 
they engaged 14 divisions—approxi- 
mately 170,000 men—in the first line 
n this part of the battlefield. 


Behind these, in support, were prob- 


ably 14 additional divisions, some of 
which, owing to the losses sustained by 
the men in the front line, were com- 
pelled to take part in the fighting. 


On the eastern side of Rheims, where 


the Germans met such a severe check 
Sunday, they also had about 11 divi- 
sions in the front line, with a similar 
number in reserve. In consequence of 
the nature of the fighting there the 
Germans suffered terribly 
and 
their 


troops were obliged to halt for the pur- 
pose of reorganizing. 


Enemy activity east of Rheirns was 


quite pronounced Monday 
morning, 


the heavy artillery being very busy. 
It appeared as though the 
Germans 


were preparing to renew the battle for 


halons, which, according to prisoners, 


it was their intention to capture Mon- 
day. 


Some of the finest divisions of 
the 


German army have been engaged in the 
battle, those identified including the 
Prussian and Bavarian Guard. Saxons, 
Silesians and Wurttemburgers.

more than half an hour. 


Efforts to get from Mr. Burleson 


Borne Idea as to his policies proved un- 
availing. 
To all inquiries he said 
the president had not made his choice, 
and under the circumstances there was 
nothing that he could say. 
While the postmaster general will 
be titular director of the telegraph 
and telephone lines, a vast majority 
of the work, it is believed, will fall 
on the shoulders of ex-Representative 
David J. Lewis of Maryland. 
It is 
generally understood that Mr. Lewis is 
to be selected as Mr. Burleson's chief 
assistant, and that he will be the con- 
trolling force in the management. 
Mr. Lewjs has long been an advocate 
of government control of public utili- 
ties. 
One of his arguments has been 
that communication among the people 
could be increased, by government con- 
trol and while he would not discuss 
the matter yesterday it is known this 
will be one of his nrst objects. 
Hand 


in hand with this will go efforts to re- 
duce the cost of telegrams and tele- 
phone conversations to the levels of 
countries where the systems are al- 
ready under control of the postal au- 
thorities. 
That this can be done, 


Mr. Lewis is supremely confident. 


One of his first steps will be to make 


the wires do double duty—telegraph 
wires carrying telephone conversations 
and the toll wires carrying telegrams. 


A distinct innovation Commissioner 


Lewis plans, it Is understood, Is a 
S5rstem of stamps, similar to postage 
whereby red tape and accounts in the 
telephone and telegraph service will 
be cut to a minimum. 
This alone, it 


is claimed, will make, an appreciable 
cut in operating expenses and thus in 
the cost of service to the public. 


Figures collected by Commissioner 


Lewis show that the United States 
has had the highest 
telegraph and 


telephone rates in the world.

GLORIOUS NEWS 


Glorious is the news of the mannei 


in which the American troops met th< 
most desperate drive ever staged bj 
Germany. 


The first fierce onset was met by a 


wall of steel and flre. against which the 
solid masses of Germans cast them- 
selves again and again, only to be cut 
down as never before. 


Not the most experienced troops of 


France or England ever made a firmer 
stand against the onset of the foe with 
all tlie fiendish engines of destruction 


For five hours the fierce conflict 


raged. . The 
Americans save way 


slightly, only to recover 
and retake 


the ground lost, yet not lost, as it was 
good strategy to give way for a time 
to avoid too serious losses and imme- 
diately after to surge forward, cutting 
down 
the 
advancing 
legion who 


thought their onslaught irresistible. 


If the Germans had any 
delusion 


about the fighting efficiency 
of 
the 


American troops, they have been dis- 
.illusioned by the effect 
of Monday's 


battle. 


Should 
the 
Central 
Powers 
be 


worsted in this drive, they may as well 
give up the idea of ever reaching Paris, 
of ever reaching the channel, or of ever 
conquering the Allies. The practical 
failure of this drive as shown by the 
first day's- fighting lias greatly elated 
the Allies, especially England and 
France, while the people of this coun- 
try, particularly the military authori- 
ties at Washington, are proud to hear 
of the splendid work of our troops. 


The German report of the battle was 


of a negative character, far different 
from that following the first day of any 
of the other drives—simply, this: "to 
the southwest and east of Rheims we 
penetrated into parts of the French 
positions." 


._ There is nothing said about pene- 


trating the American positions, nor as 
in former drives is there any 
an- 


nouncement of the great number of 
prisoners taken or of vast quantities 
of war material captured. 


The fight is not over and no doubt 


the losses on our side will be heavy, 
although but a fraction of the enemy 
losses;. but the outstanding fact is, 
that the stupendous drive which it took 
Germany over a month to organize 
has been effectually blocked at 
th< 


start by our American troops at the 
fiercest point o£ the* attack and by the 
French and Italian troops at other 
points. 


If the great drive in its initial im- 


petus has been blocked to the extent 
'that our troops took 1,500 prisoners, 
including the officers of the brigade, 
then it may be safely inferred that de- 
spite all further efforts of the enemy, 
the drive will fall more conspicuously 
than did any of those launched since 
March 21. Once again, therefore, is 
Germany doomed to fail in her objec- 
tive and fail far more completely than 
in any of her former drives. What will 
be her next move? 


She will have to wait another month 


to decide what she had best do and 
before the fall, she is liable to be 
placed upon the defensive at so many 
points that even with her accustomed 
miscalculation as to the strength of the 
Allies, she will see the handwriting on 
the wall and submit to the inevitable. 


THE PATHS OF GLORY 


"The paths of glory lead but to the 


grave." 


That, WTitten years and years ago, 


is as true today as it was when Gray 
penned the words. 


-The aviator makes his first 'flight. 


He brings down to earth bis first Hun. 
He achieves his fifth victory high in 
the air and becomes an "ace." He flies 
aloft again and again to gain informa- 
tion for his brothers in arms and to 
blind the "eyes" of the enemy. He be- 
comes a super-ace, king of the air, and 
—"the paths of glory lead 'him* to the 
grave." 


The Yank in khaki goes over the top, 


empties the Hun trench of foemcn, and 
the American line is moved toward 
Berlin just so much nearer. He goes 
across No Man's Land again and press- 
es on. He waits in his trench through 
a torrent of artillery fire and repels the 
German attack. And then, some day, 
some of them go on along the paths of 
glory to their graves. 


Private Gresham, the first American 


to tread those paths on French soil, 
and Private Guyton, first Yank to so 
to bis death on German soil, but led 
the way through those fields of glory 
to graves honored, and graves which 
. never will be forgotten. Until the Hun 
is beaten down this procession of he- 
roes will continue in unending and 
ever-increasing numbers. 


For it is true: 
"The paths of glory lead but to the 


grave." 


So do all other paths lead to the 


grave. The coward's path leads to the 
grave—an unhonorcd grave; 
and the 


traitor's path ends at the grave—a dis- 
honored grave. 


It is because all paths lead to the 


Brave that they who are courageous 
of heart seek rather the pathway of 
glory and follow it to the end. It is 
on such graves that the very founda- 
tion of liberty and freedom and justice 
is erected. It is of such lives that 
Kreat nations are born, and great na- 
tions endure.

Tho gambling Instinct 
In 
growing 


with unusual persistence among 
tho 


young men of our city. Mont of them 
earn liberal wages and can afford to 


spend freely but .unfortunately thej 
take to gambling with remarkable 
avidity. 


It may be said that this is too mild 


a form of gambling to be met with re- 
pressive measures or to excite the ac- 
tivity of the police. But it is a step 
towards various other forms of gam- 
bling and towards dishonest methods 
of getting money that must not be 
tolerated. 


The police have made many raids on 


crap shooters; but the more raids ap- 
parently the more gamblers. 
During 


part of the noon hour at the mills, this 
game is indulged and it is here that 
many of the younger people are in- 
itiated into the mysteries of the bones. 


While the habitual gamblers nay be 


wholly impervious to all attempts to 
reform them, the boys in their teens 
may be induced to drop the vice as a 
step downward to a state of dissipation 
that will eventually work serious evil. 
The parents, it would seem could do a 
great deal to prevent their boys from 
engaging in this form of gambling and 
f they do so, they may also prevent 
them from falling into the hands of the 
police.

opportunity to show the depth and 
earnestness of American sympathy for 
the sister republic. France is making 
the most heroic sacrifices for the pres- 
ervation of her liberties; she has al- 
ready wasted a great portion of her 
man power and her material resources; 
much of her territory has been devas- 
tated by the ruthless Huns, but still 
she is defiant in spirit; still determined 
to fight on for victory and in this spirit 
she is enthusiastically joined by the 
United States. 


The enthusiasm witti which

French national fete day was observed 
in this country, was equalled only by 
the manner in which suffering France 
observed our Independence day. It is 
a. glorious thought that the 
United 


States which was so generously assist- 
ed by France in winning independence, 
will now have the privilege of repaying 
this debt and of aiding to a greater 
extent that chivalrous nation in pre- 
serving the freedom and independence 
won by the revolution of 1789.

Berlin Claims Capture

13,000 Prisoners in the 


Present Offensive 


Reports Passage of the River 


Marne Between Jaulgonne 
and Dormans 


BERLIN, (via 
London). July 17. 


The Germans claim the capture of 13,- 
000 prisoners in the official communica- 
tion from headquarters issued yester- 
day^ The army of Gen. von Boehm, it 
is added, crossed the Marne between 
Jaulgonne and east of Dormans. • The 
statement says: 


"In some sectors ftghtins activity 


has revived. East of Ayette an enemy 
night advance was repulsed, as was 
also a strong enemy attack east of 
Hebuterne. 
Between the Aisne and 


the Marne and east of Chateau-Thier- 
ry there were lively artillery duels. 


"In minor enterprises and during an 


advance across the Marne to the soutn- 
west of Jaulgonne we broke into the 
inemy's lines and brought back .some 
prisoners. 


"Yesterday to the southeast and eaal 


of Rheims we penetrated into part of 
the French positions. 


"By their devastating effects the

tillery, mine-throwers and gas-throw- 
ers, together with our tanks and in- 
rantry flame-throwers, opened the way 
nto enemy positions.

!Jen. von Boehm has crossed the Marne

"In steady fighting we thrust through

"North of the Marne we also wrested 


from the French and Italians their 
first position between the Ardre and 
the Marne.
